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Harry  Worcester  Smith’s  Contributions  to  Literature  and  Sport

Harry  Worcester  Smith  was  so  in¬ 
spired  by  his  first  hunt  with  the  Genesee 
Valley  Pack  in  1893  that  he  adopted  “for 
the  sake  of  sport  in  America”  as  his 
lifelong  motto. 

After  a  brilliant  career  as  an  owner- 
rider  in  horse  sports  such  as  steeple¬ 
chasing  and  showing,  he  went  on  to 
organize  major  improvements  in  the 
sport  of  foxhunting.  He  also  located 
forgotten  portraits  by  sporting  artist 
Edward  Troye,  and  wrote  three  books  on 
sport  with  horses  and  hounds. 

More  than  30  years  ago  Smith’s  heirs 
entrusted  his  papers  to  the  National 
Snorting  Library.  Smith’s  granddaughter, 
^iss  Kitty  Smith,  recently  added  to  the 
collection  two  handsome  scrapbooks 
Smith  carefully  assembled  relating  to  his 
last  two  books,  Life  and  Sport  in  Aiken 
(1935)  and  A  Sporting  Family  of  the  Old 
South  (1936).  The  scrapbooks  contain 
book  reviews  as  well  as  personal  letters 
from  noted  sportsmen  of  the  day,  and 
are  underscored  with  notes  in  Smith’s 
legendary  scrawl. 

Weaving  His  Wealth 

Smith  was  born  in  Worcester,  Mass., 
in  1865.  He  studied  textiles,  weaving  and 
color  printing  in  the  United  States, 
Germany,  Scotland  and  England,  and 
invented  the  Standard  Automatic  Color 
Loom,  which  revolutionized  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  gingham.  He  obtained  over  40 
textile  patents,  and  by  his  late  20s  had 
amassed  an  ample  fortune  which  he  used 
to  finance  his  sporting  lifestyle. 

At  28  Smith  had  his  first  season  with 
Major  Austin  Wadsworth’s  pack  of 
English  hounds  in  the  hard-riding 
Genesee  Valley  country  in  western  New 
York.  The  season  was  a  revelation  to 
'Smith.  Textiles  were  put  aside.  From 
uen  on  his  life  revolved  around  horses 
and  hounds. 

Smith  had  great  success  steeplechasing, 
winning  the  Calvert  Cup,  the  Radnor 


Hunt  Cup,  the  Hempstead  Cup,  the 
Myopia  Steeplechase  and  twice  the 
Meadow  Brook  Hunt  Cup.  In  1900  he 
won  the  Champion  Cup  at  Morris  Park 
on  The  Cad,  and  in  1902  the  Grand 
National  Steeplechase  at  Sheepshead 
Bay.  He  won  the  Genesee  Valley  Hunt 
Point-To-Point  timber  race  four  times. 

Smith  showed  and  bred  greyhounds, 
fox  terriers  and  foxhounds.  He  judged 
hunters  and  jumpers  at  Boston,  Devon, 
New  York  and  Washington,  and  won  at 
three  National  Horse  Shows. 

From  Steeple  to  Chase 

Smith  had  promised  his  wife  he  would 
give  up  steeplechasing  after  winning  at 
Belmont,  and  next  turned  to  foxhunting. 
He  called  his  pack  of  American  hounds 
the  Grafton  (1903),  after  the  post  office 
near  his  mother’s  family  estate,  Lord- 
vale.  The  pack  was  kenneled  at  Lordvale, 
near  Worcester. 

Smith  much  preferred  the  sport  shown 
by  Thomas  Hitchcock’s  Avent  strain  of 
American  hounds,  which  in  1896  hunted 
the  same  Genesee  Valley  country  as 
Wadsworth’s  English  hounds.  In  1903  he

persuaded  the  Brunswick  Fur  Club,  later 
the  Brunswick  Foxhound  Club,  to  hold 
the  first  bench  show  for  foxhounds  only. 

In  a  November  1905  match  near 
Upperville,  Va.,  the  Grafton’s  Ameri¬ 
can  hounds  beat  the  Middlesex  English 
hounds  of  A.  Henry  Higginson.  This 
started  the  rise  of  American  hounds  as 
the  most  popular  strain  of  foxhounds 
and  northern  Virginia  as  the  future 
center  of  foxhunting. 

By  leaving  his  Kentucky-bred  stallion 
hounds,  Sinner  and  Simple,  with 
Burrell  Frank  Bywater  in  Virginia, 
Harry  Worcester  Smith  much  improved 
the  conformation  of  the  American 
hounds  produced  by  Virginia  breeders. 
Their  bloodlines  appear  in  the  pedigrees 
of  many  present-day  packs  of  American 
and  Crossbred  hounds. 

When  the  National  Steeplechase  and 
Hunt  Association  refused  to  take  on  a 
territory  dispute  between  the  Orange 
County  and  Piedmont  hunts  in  1907, 
Smith  decided  to  form  a  governing 
association  run  by  the  masters,  not  The 
Jockey  Club  or  the  NSHA.  Smith 
formed  the  Masters  of  Foxhounds 
Association  in  1907,  with  six  masters, 
and  served  as  president  from  1912-1915. 
Today  there  are  377  masters  in  the 
association. 

After  acting  as  master  of  the 
Piedmont  Fox  Hounds  (1905-1906)  and 
the  Loudoun  Hunt  (1908-1910),  Harry 
Worcester  Smith  shipped  his  hounds 
and  horses  to  Ireland,  where  he 
hunted  the  Westmeath  country 
(1912-1913).  This  venture,  described  in 
his  1925  book  A  Sporting  Tour ,  was  a 
financial  disaster. 

In  1914  Smith  sold  half  his  pack  to  the 
Pau  Hunt  in  southern  France,  of  which 
Frederick  Prince  of  Boston  was  master, 
and  soon  thereafter  the  balance  of  the 
pack  to  the  Meadow  Brook  Hunt  of 
Long  Island.

In  Search  of  Troye 

Harry  Worcester  Smith  had  assembled 
a  notable  collection  of  sporting  books 
and  paintings  at  Lordvale.  He  began  to 
seek  out  the  works  of  the  largely  forgot¬ 
ten  Edward  Troye  (1808-1876),  the 
greatest  of  the  19th  century  equine  por¬ 
trait  painters. 

Born  in  Lausanne,  Switzerland,  of 
French  parents  and  educated  in  London 
as  a  sporting  artist,  Troye  arrived  in 
Philadelphia  in  1832.  During  the  next  40 
years  he  painted  the  portrait  of  virtually 
every  famous  Thoroughbred  and  trotter 
in  the  United  States. 

Smith  was  able  to  locate  and  identify 
over  150  Troye  portraits,  many  still  be¬ 
longing  to  descendants  of  those  who  had 
commissioned  them.  He  advised  several 
collectors,  notably  Walter  M.  Jeffords 
Sr.,  in  the  purchase  of  Troye  paintings. 

Smith  also  provided  the  illustrations, 
including  many  Troye  portraits,  for  John 
Hervey’s  great  two-volume  work,  Rac¬ 
ing  in  America,  1665-1865,  published  by 
The  Jockey  Club  in  1944. 

The  Sporting  Life  In  Aiken 

One  of  the  recently  donated  scrap¬ 
books  refers  to  Smith’s  Life  and  Sport 
in  Aiken  (1935). 

In  the  late  1880s  during  the  winter 
months,  the  warm  climate  and  sandy 
soil  of  Aiken,  S.C.,  attracted  Thomas 
Hitchcock  Sr.,  the  greatest  owner-trainer 
in  American  steeplechasing,  captain  of 
the  first  U.S.  International  Polo  Team 
(1876),  and  father  of  Tommy  Hitchcock. 
Tommy  Hitchcock,  who  was  killed  in 
World  War  II,  is  regarded  as  America’s 
finest  polo  player  to  date. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hitchcock  established  a 
headquarters  in  Aiken,  and  the  area  soon 
became  a  steeplechasing  and  polo  center. 
After  World  War  I  Mrs.  Hitchcock,  to 
whom  the  book  is  dedicated,  organized 
and  became  master  of  the  Aiken  Drag 
Pack,  famous  for  its  big  fences. 

Smith’s  book  on  Aiken  is  important 
today  because  it  sets  forth  in  detail 
Hitchcock’s  training  methods,  from 
weanlings  to  winners.  It  is  also  valuable 
as  a  social  history.  This  is  reflected  in  the 
Aiken  scrapbook,  which  contains  per¬ 
sonal  letters  from  leading  figures  in  the 
world  of  sport. 

Sport’s  “First  Family” 

The  second  scrapbook  refers  to  Harry 
Worcester  Smith’s  greatest  literary  and 


scholarly  achievement,  A  Sporting  Family 
of  the  Old  South  (1936). 

The  head  of  the  family  was  John 
Stuart  Skinner  (1788-1851),  postmaster 
of  Baltimore.  In  1819  he  founded  the 
first  U.S.  agricultural  magazine,  the 
American  Farmer,  which  ran  the  first 
sports  column  Jan.  21,  1825.  In  1829 
Skinner  produced  the  country’s  first 
sporting  magazine,  the  American  Turf 
Register  and  Sporting  Magazine.  Harry 
Worcester  Smith’s  book  about  the 
Skinner  family  introduced  these  treasures 
to  20th  century  sportsmen. 

Next  in  line  was  Skinner’s  son,  Col. 
Frederic  G.  Skinner  (1814-1884),  the 
most  accomplished  writer  on  field  sports 
in  American  literature.  Smith’s  book 
contained  reprints  of  many  of  Col. 
Skinner’s  magazine  columns,  Reminis¬ 
cences  of  an  Old  Sportsman.  They 
included  all  types  of  field  sports  from 
New  York  to  Louisiana,  as  well  as 
France  and  England. 

During  the  20th  century,  the  family 
tradition  was  upheld  by  Col.  Skinner’s 
grandson,  Frederic  Stuart  Greene,  and 
his  great-grandson,  Francis  Thornton 
Greene  of  Warrenton,  Va.,  who  passed 
away  in  March  1992. 

In  addition  to  reviews  of  A  Sporting 
Family  in  American,  English  and  Irish 
newspapers  and  magazines,  the  scrap¬ 
book  is  filled  with  letters  of  praise  from 
many  eminent  sportsmen,  such  as 
America’s  two  greatest  turf  writers, 
Fairfax  Harrison  and  John  Hervey; 
Harry  T.  Peters,  MFH,  author  of  books 
on  Currier  and  Ives;  John  C.  Phillips, 
authority  on  upland  game  birds;  Frank 
Gray  Griswold  and  Gurney  C.  Gue. 

Two  famous  book  collectors  are 
represented:  David  Wagstaff,  whose 
collection  is  now  at  Yale,  and  Robert  J. 
Turnbull,  whose  books  are  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  the  Keeneland  Library.  Thorough¬ 
bred  horse  interests  are  represented 
by  William  Woodward  and  Algernon 
Daingerfield,  chairman  and  secretary  of 
The  Jockey  Club,  and  Samuel  D.  Riddle, 
owner  of  Man  o’  War.  Finally,  foxhunt¬ 
ing  is  represented  by  Henry  Vaughan, 
president  and  former  secretary  of  the 
Masters  of  Foxhounds  Association. 

Harry  Worcester  Smith  died  in  1945. 
Twenty  years  later,  how  proud  and 
happy  he  must  have  been,  looking  down 
from  his  Elysian  Fields,  as  he  saw  his 
grandson  Tommy  Smith  gallop  Jay 
Trump  first  across  the  finish  line  of  the 
Liverpool  Grand  National  Steeplechase.

Grandfather’s  Advice 

A  letter  dated  March  7,  1944, 
from  Harry  Worcester  Smith  to  his 
six-year-old  grandson,  Crompton 
(Tommy)  Smith,  Jr.,  was  found, 
in  one  of  the  scrapbooks  recently 
donated  by  Kitty  P.  Smith  to  the 
National  Sporting  Library. 

“I  write  to  say  how  happy  I  am  that 
you  love  horses,  and  I  hope  you  will 
become  as  great  a  rider  as  your  father, 
and  that  you  will  take  my  motto  as 
yours:  ‘My  line  is  the  line  of  the 
foxes;  my  pace  is  the  pace  of  the 
pack.’  ” 

In  1965,  Tommy  Smith  rode  Jay 
Trump  to  win  the  English  Grand 
National.  He  also  won  five  runnings 
of  the  Maryland  Hunt  Cup,  three  on 
Jay  Trump.

Since  1969,  the  offices  of  The  Chronicle 
of  the  Horse  magazine  and  the  book  and 
art  collections  of  the  National  Sporting 
Library  have  been  in  the  Vine  Hill 
mansion,  Middleburg. 

Changes,  however,  are  in  store.  Later 
this  year  or  in  early  1993,  the  Chronicle 
will  move  to  larger  quarters  in  the 
historic  Luck  House  on  the  east  end  of 
town;  the  Library  will  occupy  Vine  Hill. 

The  Library  will  then  have  ample 
space  for  reading  and  study  areas  as  well 
as  exhibition  rooms  for  segments  of  the 
collections.  For  example,  rooms  will  be 
used  for  foxhunting,  racing,  breeding 
records,  horse  care  and  the  Olympic 
disciplines. 

Vine  Hill  was  built  in  1804  of  hand¬ 
made  brick  brought  by  ox  cart  from 
Fredericksburg.  Hand-hewn  beams  joined 
by  wooden  pegs  are  visible  in  one  room, 
as  are  random-width  floors,  a  lovely 
bannister  and  hand-carved  mantels. 

Cochran,  the  builder  and  original 
owner,  built  several  other  stately  homes 
in  Middleburg,  which  is  50  miles  west  of 
Washington,  D.C.  The  town,  referred  to 
Chinn’s  Crossroads  in  the  1700s, 
derived  its  present  name  from  its  loca¬ 
tion,  midway  between  Alexandria  and 
Winchester. 

The  History  of  Middleburg  and 
Vicinity,  written  by  Eugene  M.  Scheel 
and  published  in  1987  to  commemorate 
Middleburg’s  bicentennial,  states  that 
General  James  Barnes  of  the  Union  army 
once  used  Vine  Hill  as  headquarters. 
Scheel  also  quoted  citizen  Mary  Cochran 
on  conditions  in  Middleburg  during  the 
Civil  War: 

“Half  the  houses  are  unoccupied.  No 
business  is  transacted.  Fencing  is  going 
to  decay  for  lack  of  nails  to  keep  it  up. 
Everything  has  an  unkept,  neglected 
look.  Everybody  looks  dull  and  helpless. 
The  Yankees  have  been  here  of  late,  and 
more  insolent  than  ever.  They  have 
carried  off  a  great  many  citizens,  spar¬ 
ing  neither  age  nor  condition— ministers, 
physicians,  mechanics,  farmers.  Educa¬ 
tion  has  been  suspended;  the  teacher  of 
our  only  school  has  been  carried  off.” 

Prior  to  the  Civil  War,  Vine  Hill  came 
into  the  hands  of  General  Asa  Rogers 
^\nd  family.  Upon  Rogers’  death  in  1887, 
.ne  obituary  in  the  Loudoun  Mirror 
stated:  “He  was  a  man  of  fine  presence, 
and  bore  with  him  to  the  last  that 
dignity  and  affability  of  manner  so 


characteristic  of  the  old  Virginia 
gentleman.” 

Vine  Hill  and  neighboring  Vine  Farm 
next  belonged  to  the  Noland  family, 
which  is  best  known  by  the  late  Charlotte 
Noland,  the  founder  of  nearby  Foxcroft 
School  in  1914  and  the  master  of  the 
Middleburg  Hunt. 

As  recorded  in  Scheel’ s  book,  Sarah 
Noland  Mackenzie  sold  Vine  Hill  in 
1898  to  Fanny  Dudley  Woodward,  who 
held  the  property  in  trust  for  her  deaf 
daughter,  Katherine,  known  as  “Foffy,” 
then  11. 

The  entrance  to  the  seven-acre 
property  is  on  what  is  now  The  Plains 
Road.  Formerly,  it  was  nicknamed 
“Mud  Pike,”  which  was  macadamized 
in  1909  at  the  expense  of  Edward  H. 
Harriman,  a  New  Yorker  who  fox¬ 
hunted  with  the  Orange  County  Hunt 
near  The  Plains.  Harriman  owned 
Whitewood  Farm,  eight  miles  south  of 
Middleburg  on  Mud  Pike. 

A  toll  gate  just  north  of  the  Southern 
Railway  tracks  in  The  Plains  collected 
three  cents  for  a  horse  and  six  cents  for 
a  horse  and  buggy. 

Scheel  wrote  in  The  History  of  Middle¬ 
burg  that  an  editorial  in  the  Loudoun 
Mirror  lamented  the  demise  of  the 
privately-owned  toll  road  in  1917,  when 
“this  fine  piece  of  highway,  built  by 


private  subscription,  was  turned  over  to 
the  state.” 

The  Chronicle  was  founded  by  Stacy 
Lloyd  and  Gerry  Webb,  the  great- 
grandson  of  Jefferson  Davis,  in  1937  as 
The  Middleburg  Chronicle.  This  weekly 
newspaper  served  Middleburg,  with  a 
population,  then  as  now,  of  about  800. 

A  statement  of  purpose  was  included 
in  the  first  issue  of  the  Chronicle: 

“Middleburg  is  a  name  that  stands  for 
sport,  for  the  great  institution  that  is  the 
horse  .  .  .  Realizing  the  significance 
which  this  community  occupies,  the 
editors  of  the  Chronicle  wholeheartedly 
assume  the  task  of  publishing  Middle¬ 
burg’s  newspaper  ...  In  its  devotion  to 
the  welfare  of  the  people,  their  farms  and 
horses,  the  Chronicle  seeks  a  place  for 
itself  ...  so  that  our  paper  may  provide 
interest,  amusement  and  the  news  of  a 
nationally  known  community,  impartial¬ 
ly  and  without  prejudice.” 

The  newspaper’s  first  office  was  in  a 
room  in  a  building  in  the  center  of  town 
now  occupied  by  Thomas  &  Talbot 
Realtors.  A  move  was  soon  made  to  the 
Bishop’s  Cottage,  near  the  present 
Mosby’s  Tavern.  The  cottage,  built  in 
1815,  derived  its  name  from  longtime 
tenant  John  Bishop,  a  gunsmith  who 
made  weapons  for  the  Harpers  Ferry

Arsenal  in  nearby  West  Virginia  prior  to 
the  Civil  War.  The  cottage  is  now  the 
office  of  the  Middleburg  Information 
Center. 

In  1947,  Webb,  42,  died  from  injuries 
in  a  fall  in  a  steeplechase;  in  1953,  Lloyd 
retired.  The  Chronicle  was  sold  to 
George  L.  Ohr strom  Sr.,  and  Alexander 
Mackay-Smith  embarked  upon  a  distin¬ 
guished  25-year  career  as  editor. 

Shortly  after  the  change  in  ownership, 
the  magazine’s  offices  were  moved  to  the 
Anna  Duffey  house  on  Middleburg’s 
main  street,  now  the  home  of  The  Sport¬ 
ing  Gallery. 

In  1954,  Lester  Karow,  a  foxhunter 
and  book  collector  from  Georgia,  sug¬ 
gested  to  Mr.  Ohrstrom  and  Mr. 
Mackay-Smith  the  idea  of  a  national 
library  for  turf  and  field  sports.  The 
Library  opened  later  that  year  in  the 
Chronicle's  building,  and  soon  gained 
tax  exempt  status  from  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service. 

In  1968,  George  Ohrstrom  Jr.  pur¬ 
chased  Vine  Hill  from  Foffy  Woodward. 
Under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Mackay- 
Smith,  the  mansion  was  carefully  re¬ 
stored  for  occupancy  by  The  Chronicle 


of  the  Horse  and  the  National  Sporting 
Library. 

An  underground,  fireproof  vault  with 
capacity  for  6,000  volumes  was  con¬ 
structed  for  the  more  valuable  books  and 
manuscripts.  Through  the  years,  the 
Library  has  packed  the  shelves  with 
about  twice  that  number  as  it  has 
received  donations  of  books  and  art 
from  a  number  of  America’s  best-known 
sportsmen  and  collectors,  including 
Karow,  Mackay-Smith,  Walter  M. 
Jeffords,  Mrs.  Walter  D.  Fletcher,  Cary 
T.  and  Gordon  Grayson,  Mrs.  Howard 
Linn,  Forrest  Mars,  Paul  Mellon, 
Charlotte  Noland,  Russell  Arundel, 
David  Dallas  O’Dell,  Harry  T.  Peters 
Jr.,  C.G.  Rice,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  David  B. 
Sharp  Jr.,  Margaret  D.  Carter,  Hedda 
Windisch  von  Goeben,  the  Thomas 
Holden  White  family  and  the  estate  of 
Harry  Worcester  Smith. 

Among  the  prize  possessions  of  the 
Library  are  historic  periodicals  of  the 
1800s  such  as  The  Spirit  of  the  Times , 
the  American  Turf  Register  and  Sport¬ 
ing  Magazine,  and  Turf  Field  and  Farm. 
In  the  early  1970s  the  National  Sporting 
Library  began  indexing  The  Turf 


Register  through  a  grant  by  Mr.  Mellon. 
The  index  is  now  available  on  microfih^ 
and  microfiche. 

The  first  issue  of  the  biannual  National 
Sporting  Library  Newsletter  was  pub¬ 
lished  in  1975,  with  stories  on  the  Arun¬ 
del  collection,  an  exhibition  of  the 
Upperville  Horse  Show  history,  and  a 
brief  history  of  the  Library.  This  news¬ 
letter  is  the  34th  produced. 

The  1980s  found  the  Library  catching 
up  with  the  computer  age.  It  became  a 
member  of  the  OCLC  (Online  Computer 
Library  Center)  network  and  began  to 
list  its  holdings  in  the  national  online 
catalog.  As  a  result,  now  over  11,000 
libraries  in  the  United  States  can  request 
the  loan  of  the  Library’s  books  for  their 
patrons  through  the  inter-library  loan 
system. 

A  look  at  the  past  of  both  the  Library 
and  Vine  Hill  shows  that  as  the  Library’s 
future  comes  into  focus,  it  has  a  solid 
foundation  to  build  on. 

The  Library’s  hours  are  10  a.m.  to 
4:30  p.m.  weekdays.  Casual  readers  and 
serious  researchers  are  always  welcome.

•  Doreen  Margetts  of  Vancouver,  B.C.,  searched  for  refer¬ 
ences  on  her  subject  of  interest,  the  Palomino,  while  Caprice 
Munro,  a  Vancouver  bookseller  specializing  in  horse  books, 
cast  an  eye  over  the  rare  book  collection. 

•  Fewell  Merchant  of  Middleburg  was  a  familiar  sight  in  the 
stacks  as  he  researched  American  sporting  artists. 

•  Mary  Louise  Ransom  and  Sarah  Turner  of  the  Haymarket, 
Va.,  Historical  Society  used  the  ATR  index  to  find  references 
to  the  19th  century  Haymarket  track. 


•  Lorna  Forbes  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  looked  into  the  early 
history  of  eventing  and  the  USET. 

•  Jane  Scott  of  Kingston,  Ont.,  used  the  NSL’s  Cleveland  Bay 
studbooks  to  research  the  bloodlines  of  her  four  Cleveland 
Bays. 

•  Cynthia  Ruibal  of  Warrenton,  Va.,  checked  into  the  role 
of  female  jockeys  in  steeplechase  racing  in  preparation  for 
this  year’s  television  coverage  of  the  Virginia  Gold  Cup.

Spring,  Md.,  looked  up  the  equestrian  works  by  German 
artist  Albrecht  Durer. 

•  Rhonda  Turman  of  Middleburg  researched  the  history  of 
the  Bath  (Va.)  County  Horse  Show,  which  is  being  resurrected 
this  year.

After  many  years  of  indexing  and 
production,  the  index  to  the  American 
Turf  Register  and  Sporting  Magazine 
and  the  American  Farmer  is  now  avail¬ 
able  on  microfilm  and  microfiche.  The 
index,  which  costs  $150,  provides  new 
access  to  the  periodicals  that  chronicle 
not  only  turf  history  but  also  the  way 
Americans  and  Canadians  spent  their 
leisure  time  from  1825  to  1844. 

A  number  of  NSL  patrons  have 
already  tested  the  Library’s  microfilm 
copy  in  search  of  Thoroughbred  blood¬ 
lines  and  sporting  personalities,  and 
libraries  and  research  centers  have  begun 
placing  their  orders.  By  purchasing 
the  index  from  the  Library,  interested 
parties  can  gain  a  valuable  research  tool 
as  they  support  the  future  of  turf  and 
field  research.  Please  pass  the  word 
along  to  researchers  or  libraries  who 
might  find  the  index  useful. 

Next  time  you  visit  the  library,  take 
one  moment  to  look  at  a  project  that 
took  approximately  20  years  to  com¬ 
pete.  You’ll  find  information  on  com¬ 
mon  subjects  such  as  horse  racing  and 
foxhunting,  and  on  uncommon  subjects 
such  as  falconry  and  circuses.  From 
Eclipse  to  eels,  from  Skinner  to  Stubbs, 
from  cock-fighting  to  the  Carolinas,  the 
index  is  an  easy  key  to  a  wealth  of

The 
exhibition  catalog,  The  Reign  of  the 
Horse:  The  Horse  in  Print ,  is  now  in  the 
reference  collection  at  the  NSL.

THE  MANEIGE  ROYAL.  Antoine  de 


Pluvinel  (1555-1620),  translated  by 
Hilda  Nelson.  J.A.  Allen  &  Co.,  1, 
Lower  Grosvenor  Place,  London, 
England,  SWEW  OEL.  1989.  170  pp.,

After  367  years,  one  of  the  classics  of 
horsemanship,  Antoine  de  Pluvinel’s 
Le  Maneige  Royal ,  is  now  on  the  NSL 
shelves  in  English.  PluvinePs  work, 
originally  published  in  French  and  later 
in  German,  was  translated  by  San  Diego 
State  University’s  Dr.  Hilda  Nelson, 
a  lecturer  in  French  Civilization  and 
Literature  and  a  horsewoman  herself.  At 
present  the  new  English  version,  pub¬ 
lished  by  J.A.  Allen  in  1989,  is  on  record 
with  only  two  U.S.  libraries,  one  being 
the  NSL. 

Antoine  de  Pluvinel  (1555-1620)  spent 
six  years  at  Pignatelli’s  Neapolitan  rid¬ 
ing  academy,  and  then  traveled  to  France 
with  Sourdis,  Master  of  the  Horse  to 
Charles  IX.  He  became  First  Horseman 
to  the  Duke  of  Anjou  and  eventually 
took  over  the  royal  stables.  Pluvinel  also 
founded  an  academy  in  Paris  where 
young  French  noblemen  were  taught  not 
only  riding  but  mathematics,  music, 
literature,  poetry  and  painting. 

Crispin  de  Pas,  a  Flemish  artist, 
taught  drawing  at  the  academy  and  illus¬ 
trated  Le  Maneige  Royal.  Pluvinel 
died  before  de  Pas  had  completed  even 
half  of  the  plates,  and  though  the  illus¬ 
trator  writes  he  “almost  let  fall  the  etch¬ 
ing  tool,”  he  completed  the  book  and 
published  it  at  his  own  expense. 

Pluvinel  wrote  the  book  in  the  form 
of  a  dialogue  between  himself,  King 
Louis  XIII  (16  years  old  and  recently  in 
power)  and  Monsieur  le  Grand  (The 
Duke  of  Bellegard  and  the  King’s  Master 


of  the  Horse).  The  king  posed  questions 
on  subjects  ranging  from  proper  riding 
attire  to  the  airs  above  the  ground. 

Pluvinel  responded  with  horsemanship 
lessons  elevating  equitation  to  an  art 
form  of  harmony  between  horse  and 
rider.  He  advised  gentling  above  break¬ 
ing,  patience  before  beating,  thinking  be¬ 
fore  reacting.  Pluvinel  believed  that 
perfect  horsemen  were  both  “graceful 
and  judicious,”  meaning  they  possessed 
both  able  bodies  and  sound  minds. 

Pluvinel  also  taught  that  one  of  the 
keys  to  horsemanship  was  learning  to 
understand  the  horse  itself.  The  last  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  book  deals  with  bits  and  bit¬ 
ting,  and  though  there  were  50  or  so  bits 
in  use  at  the  time,  Pluvinel  says  that  of 
the  dozen  he  used,  the  simplest  and  most 
harmless  was  preferable.  He  advised 
horsemen  to  consider  the  shape  and  sen¬ 
sitivity  of  each  horse’s  mouth  and  seek 
“a  mouthpiece  .  .  .  that  is  offensive 
neither  to  the  inside  nor  to  the  outside 
of  his  mouth”  and  that  “is  compatible 
with  the  hand  of  the  master.” 

His  humane  manner  extended  to  his 
teaching  style  as  well.  Pluvinel  allowed 
students  to  make  mistakes  in  hopes  that 
they  would  correct  themselves,  and  he 
stressed  that  no  students,  especially 
novices,  would  gain  confidence  under 
instructors  who  constantly  shouted  at 
them. 

The  book  includes  reproductions  of 
many  of  Crispin  de  Pas’  plates,  un¬ 
fortunately  not  keyed  to  the  text  but 
equally  classic.  With  these  fine 
illustrations  and  the  new  English  text, 
readers  are  now  able  to  easily  take  a 
journey  back  in  time  to  the  world  of 
courbettes,  plumed  hats,  jousting 
matches  and  horsemanship  at  its  best — 
back  to  the  world  of  Pluvinel.  □

RUFFIAN:  BURNING  FROM  THE- 
START.  Jane  Schwartz.  Ballantii 
Books,  New  York,  NY  10022.  1991. 
278  pp.,  illus.  $18.00.

The  list  of  newly  published  books 
acquired  by  NSL  includes  Ruffian , 
Burning  From  The  Start  by  Jane 
Schwartz,  published  in  1991  by  Ballan- 
tine  Books,  New  York.  Ruffian,  a 
daughter  of  Reviewer-Shenanigans  by 
Native  Dancer,  was  foaled  at  Claiborne 
Farm,  Kentucky,  in  1972.  She  was 
owned/bred  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Stuart  S. 
Janney  Jr.  of  Maryland  and  trained  by 
Frank  Whiteley,  a  member  of  racing’s 
Hall  of  Fame. 

A  near  black  with  a  tiny  star,  Ruffian 
was  unbeaten  in  10  starts  at  two  and 
three,  setting  stakes  and  track  records 
in  many  races.  Then,  disaster  struck. 
Pitted  against  Kentucky  Derby  winner 
Foolish  Pleasure  in  a  match  race  at 
Belmont  Park  before  a  national  tele¬ 
vision  audience  in  June  of  her  three-year- 
old  year,  Ruffian  fractured  her  leg  and 
was  put  down. 

Schwartz  provides  a  behind-the-scenes 
picture  of  life  at  the  race  track  and  o^ 
the  breeding  farm,  and  gives  us  apprecil 
tion  for  the  race  filly  that  most  turf 
experts  rate  as  the  all-time  best.  The 
author  also  has  incredible  skill  in 
capturing  the  character  of  the  people 
associated  with  Ruffian.  Frank  Whiteley, 
for  instance,  is  a  private  person,  not  one 
to  warm  up  to  journalists.  He  opened 
up,  though,  for  Schwartz. 

The  tone  for  the  book  is  set  on  the  first 
page  of  chapter  one,  when  a  night  watch¬ 
man,  Buck,  described  Ruffian  several 
days  prior  to  the  match:  “She  wasn’t 
fidgety  or  fussing.  She  never  did.  But 
there  was  something  about  her  .  .  .  Buck 
had  been  trying  to  figure  it  out  all  week 
...  Up  close,  these  past  few  nights,  he’d 
begun  to  realize  what  it  was:  she  had  the 
uncanny  ability  to  seem  calm  and  excited 
at  the  same  time.  Perfectly  at  ease,  and 
yet — eager,  intense,  wired.  Buck  had 
never  seen  that  in  a  horse  before.  Or,  for 
that  matter,  in  a  person,  either.” 

Well  done,  and  Schwartz’s  lively  style 
will  keep  you  riveted  to  the  Ruffian  saga 
for  272  pages.  I  have  one  criticism,  how¬ 
ever— too  much  gory  and  emotional  detail 
is  given  to  Ruffian’s  injury  and  deat> 

Notwithstanding,  this  book  is  a  w» 
ner.  It  ranks  with  Ivor  Herbert’s  Red 
Rum  as  the  best  horse  biography  I’ve 
read.  □ 


“Gift  Horses” 


Sketch  Book  (1842),  have  been  added  to 
our  growing  holdings  of  early  horse  books. 

One  book  of  interest  is  Mrs.  Carter’s 
copy  of  Gordon  Wright’s  Learning  to 
Ride ,  Hunt  and  Show,  which  is  inscribed 
and  signed  twice  by  the  author,  and  also 
has  a  signed  original  sketch  of  a  horse 
by  Sam  Savitt,  the  illustrator.  This  book 
is  now  in  the  NSL’s  horsemanship  section. 

Ms.  Hedda  von  Goeben  donated  a  fine 
collection  of  books  highlighting  horse¬ 
manship,  foxhunting,  dressage  and 
driving.  The  NSL’s  driving  and  trotting 
shelves  were  well  supplemented  by 


numerous  reproductions  of  early  carriage 
catalogues  and  a  copy  of  S.W.  Parlin’s 
The  American  Trotter  (1908).  Fishing 
and  field  sports  enthusiasts  visiting  the 
library  should  look  up  Muriel  Foster's 
Fishing  Diary  (1980),  which  includes 
diary  entries  and  beautiful  watercolors 
of  Foster’s  fishing  experiences. 

NSL  board  member  Arthur  Arundel 
donated  two  copies  of  William  Myzk’s 
History  of  the  Virginia  Gold  Cup  (1987); 
a  deluxe  version  beautifully  bound  with 
a  decorative  slipcase,  and  a  second  hard¬ 
back  for  general  library  use.  □ 


Over  the  last  few  months,  the  Library 
has  received  a  number  of  notable  gifts. 

Mrs.  Margaret  D.  Carter,  a  lifelong 
horsewoman  and  a  foxhunter  in  both 
Minnesota  and  Tennessee,  donated  over 
200  books  with  subjects  ranging  from 
foxhunting  to  bitting,  and  from  veteri¬ 
nary  care  to  sporting  verse.  Mrs.  Carter’s 
set  of  37  volumes  of  Goodwin's  Official 
Turf  Guide  (1887-1908)  filled  in  some  of 
the  volumes  that  our  set  lacked.
